HONG KONG TRADE 


EFFECT OF THE CANTON | 
. +» BOYCOTT, _ 


The Colonial Office report on 


Hong Kong (No. 1866], which waa 


issued on November 26, deals with 
the general situation and trade for 
1926, and shows the effect of the 
strained relations with Canton. 

The boycott of British trade and 
shipping (saya the Report) which 
began at the sme time asthe strike 
in June, 1925, did not, like the 
atrike, collapse rapidly. It con- 
tinued in full force throughout 
nearly the whole of 1926 by means 
of armed strike pickets, whose 'live- 
Uhood ‘depended on it, Officially it 
wag called off by the Canton’ au- 
thorities on October. 10, but in- 
timidatora mannged to enforce its 
continuance for some time longer. 
The trade of the, Colony conse- 
quently suffered severely, but des- 
pite all the difficulties in their way, 
the British merchants’ in’ South 
China managed to. do a certain 
amount of business, and all.‘ con- 
filently looked forward to the better 
times to come. Generally there 
was a feeling of calm optimism; the 
Colony had not got: through the 
wood ‘yet, but our enemies, though 
they had, under Bolshevik influence, 
striven thelr utmost, had. failed to 
ruin the trade of Hong Kong. 

The total shipping entering and 
clearing at ports.in the Colony dur- 
ing-the year 1926 amounted to 
310,361 vessels’ of 36,821,864 tons,

1925, show a decrease: of 68,806

LONDON MARKET STRONG AND 
ACTIVE. > 


London, Dec. 1... 
Statlatics for London’ for the 
week ended November 26 were: 
Imports, 1,349 tons; ‘deliveries, 
8,881 tons; stock, 67,818 tons; 
tons; against 43,859 tons a year'ago 
and 3,799 tons in 1926. The im- 
ports are below normal, but de- 
liveries ‘as anticipated were very 
heavy, ateck being down 2,534 tons, 
a reduction of about 2,000 having 
been expected. Not since May, 
1926, has there been. a reduction 
comparable with the figures this 
week, : ‘ : 
Messrs. Sanderson and Co. ‘report 
market has been strong and active, 
The lead has been taken by. New 
York which has bought consistently 
everything offered to them at daily 
advancing prices; in fact, almost 
without regard ta price. In addi- 
tion, there has been'an {nalatent de- 
mand from other quarters for all 
off grades lying in London, and at 
the moment, in spite of the present 
stock of rubber, brokers’ counters 
are practically cleared of all the 
lower grades of crepe and sheet. 
This indicates a very genuine de- 
mand from consumers, and confirma 
our opinion that London stock has 
been expanded at the expense of in- 
visible stocks, which in ‘the ordin. 
ary course of events would — nor- 
mally be held by consumers, In the 
meantime Eastern markets are ap- 
parently over sold, and are finding 
it difficult to fulfil their obligations 
for near shipments. The result is 
that for any large quantities con- 
sumers or speculators are forced to 
come on to the London market. 
positions. for six months ahead are 
very susceptible to any bull opera- 
tion, and the buying in New York 
certainly has the ‘appearance of a 
push by speculative interests rather 
than a steady trade’ demand, al- 
though consumers’ orders are in 
evidence both here and in the East, 
While there is a lack of sellers 
for 1928° shipments, producers 
chiefly Dutch, have offered for ship- 
ment over 1929 and 1930 fairly free- 
ly, apparently undér the impression 
that they may expect large crop in- 
creases: during these two years.
